Practically all of the county 
schools have opened their doors 
for this 
eight or nine 
month 
school term. Hasse began on Aug­ 
ust 26th and continues to hold 
the record of being the first school 
in the county to begin. On Sep­ 
tember 2nd there were approxi­ 
mately fifteen schools to open; 
more schools began on the same 
date, the 2nd, this year than ever 
before. This is a more convenient 
arrangement, as the school work 
of the county is more or less stan­ 
dardized in progress and those 
children who move from one dis­ 
trict to another during the term 
are not penalised so heavily. A 
greater effort has been put forth 
for the schools to standardize 
their curriculum to a certain de­ 
gree. maintaining a certain grade 
placement for given subjects which 
will insure a minimum loss and 
an easier adjustment. 
Standardised Schools. 
Comanche County now has eight 
standardized schools. It is possible 
that two more will be added with­ 
in the next six weeks. Reaching 
standardization involves a great 
many things, but when once ob­ 
tained it means that the class 
work of that given school is on 
standard 
basis with the 
other 
standard or affiliated schools of 
Texas. When standardization is 
held for three consecutive years, 
the school is perm anently stand­ 
ardized, unless a condition war­ 
rants revocation. 
The total number of standard­ 
ized schools in the State number 
more than 1600 for the past school 
year. Beginning with the school 
year of 1939-40 schools heretofore 
known as standardized schools wul 
be known as accredited elemen­ 
tary schools. The purpose of the 
accredation program is to raise 
the physical and teaching stand­ 
ards of the rural schools so that 
the students will be better pre­ 
pared to continue their high school 
education. The State D epartm ent 
of Education, with the approval 
of the Committee on Ciassilicd 
and Accredited Schools, recognizes 
the work done in an affiliated 
elementary school as worthy of 
recognition by any affiliated nigh 
school. 
Fxogress has been made dur­ 
ing the past few years in the 
training of teachers for affiliated 
elementary schools; for the year 
of 1940-41 a teacher must have 
the following training, provided 
the school is to be accredited: A 
permanent certificate issued prior 
to September 1, 1925, or three 
years of college training, unless 
a teacher has taught in a stand­ 
ardized school one or both of the 
school years 1938-39 or 1939-40 
Beginning with the school year of 
1941-42 all beginning icacners in 
accredited elementary schools will 
be expected to have a degree, and 
those who co not have a degree 
will be expected to complete as 
r-* -v, nS i'vc.iVf semester hours of 
college work every three years.
